THE DEATH. OF HARRY 
HAWKER. 


Crash in Trial Flight. 


Nv. Harry G. Hawker, the not- 
ed airman, was killed early inthe 
avening. of July 12 while flying 
pear Hendon. _ 

He had ascended in a Nieuport 
machine for a practice flichtin 
preparation for the' Aerial Derby. 
When the aeroplane was at a 
great height is was seen by a 
number of peopla to burst into 
flames. It then nose-dived, turn- 
ing over two or three times in its 
(stl, and crashed in an open field 
at Burot Oak, which lies between 
the Hendon Aerodrome and Edg- 
ware. I¢ is believed that Hawker 
was making hia way back to the 
aerodrome when the accident oc- 
curred. 

Members of the Herdan Fire 
Srigade, who were near by, at 
once rushed to the spot. Hawker 
was found some distance from 
the machine quite dead. The 
body was terribly injured. but 
there were no marks of burns, 
Hawker apparently having 
jumped or fallen from the machine 
during ‘the fall. Tho body was 
removed to Hendon Mortuary by 
Mr. FW. Adams, chief officer of 
the Hendon Fire Brigade. The 
machine was completely destroy- 
ed except for the engine. 7 

Mr. Adams acd his men were 
retarning from a fire at Milt Hill 

t the time of the accident. 
Describing the airman’s death. he 
said:—""It was a littl after 6 
o'clock. My men were on the 
motor fire-engine and I was riding 
a motor-cycle some distance in 
front, when we ooticed an aeto- 
plane that seemed to be in 
difficalties., Suddenly it turned 
over and over and came down 
‘nose first, and we saw a sheet 
of flame come from it. F rede 
straight on to the station for 
our ambulance and some spare 
appliances, while the engina was 
driven towards the scene of the 
crash, a man having been dropped 
to notify'the station throazh a 
street telephone. 

“The machine bad fallen ins 
2Q-acre field at the rear of the 
Council schoo! at Burnt Mak, and 
was found by my men io flames. 
as were also the grass and the 
hedge. Mr. Hawker was Ising 
on his side about 200ft. frora the 
aeroplane. The firstexamination 
showed that he.was ‘Quite dead, 
One fcot had been cus off, botb 
legs were broken, and the face 
was lacerated ; bus there were no 
burns to be Seen on the body.” 

Mr. Adams added that he knew 
Hawker very well, and at once 
recognized him without any 
difficulty. 

Another eye-witness of the 
accident was Major D. R. Verey, 
Db. F.C. of Edgware, who stated 
tha: the aeroplane was flying 
very ,bigh and coming from 
Edgware towards Hendon when 


‘it began to dive, gathering speed 


sery quickly. When the. serc- 
plene had dropped from about 
7.009 fr. to about 2,000 fs. it started 
to spin, and it continued to fall 
until it was hidden from yviow by 
trees. Major Verey heard it strike 
the sround with a souod which 
be described as resemblinz that 
of a shell falling in the distance.

» CENTRAL CHINA'S CASABLANCA. 


Wang Chan-yunn's star. which lately rose so high in 
China’s political firmament. has set ina sulphurous haze. 
Only three or four mouthsago Wang gained admittance to 
the upper circle. in the conferences at Tientsin and Peking 
"he formed ove of the Big Three. Wang was out-jockeved 
there by the other two.er at any rate by Chang Tso-tin. 
who got off with the lion's share of the spoils. including a 
fat sum for the Urga expedition, which bas not started 
yet. In fact, the rise and fall of Wang's fortunes pretty 
well synchronised: the meeting of the triumvirate, which 
marked the zenith of. Wang's success, marked also the 
start of his decline. searcely had he returned to his 
satrapy than the military riots broke ont at Ichang and 
Wuchapg. The soldiery’s pay was in arrear, while some 
battalions which Wang was compelled-to disband for lack 
of funds expected a larger gratuity than was forthcoming, 
and indemnified themselves in respect of the balance at the 
expense of the inbabitauts. native and European. 
The super-Tuchun of Central China had brought back 
some funds from Peking, but nota large sum. Chang and 
Tsao having cornered the bulk. For some days the 
disappointed soldiery pillaved and gut out of baud generally. 
It was more by good fortune than prevision on the part of 
Wang that no European life was lost atuong the indiscri- 
minate slaug&ter aud looting. Plainly the Super-Tuchun's 
prestige had suffered, but Wang. scornfully derided any 
suggestion of resignation. Desert his post! Never so long 
asa, breath remained in bis noble body. He would soon 
put things to rights. Wang did the sort of thing Chinese 
overnors usually do. Heads of the humbler type were 
opped off by the dozen, officers up to the rank of colonel 
were casbiered or went through the formality of being 
cashiered. and sufferers, from the looting were promised 
compensation: while a trainload’ of recalcitrant soldiery 
experienced a fate which it is to be hoped is not common 
even in China, being treacherously massacred em maser. 
With the Tuchun of Hunan butting into Wang, 
though there appears to be no quarrel whatever between 
the peoples of Hunan and Hupeh, the Super-Tuchuo 
has evidently decided to play for safety, even though 
Peking, supported by Chang and Tsao, promised ard. 
Wang's Casabianca-like pose lasted just long enough to get 
his goods and chattels (an imposing stack of them) cx route 
“to the welcome shelter of the International Settlement at 
Shanghai, the Super-Tuchun having changed his role so 
completely as to dispense with the customary formality of 

ermission to resign (other reports say that Wang 

as sought refuge elsewhere.) Meanwhile the creditors 
in respect of the looting are waiting for their claims to: be 
settled. General Wu-Pui-foo (right-hand man of Tsao 
Kun, the: War Lord of Chihli) steps into the breach as a 

‘fully-blown Super-Tuchun on his own account, with 
dominion over both Hupeh and Hunan. The Hupehese 
say they don’t want any more Tuchuns, still less Super- 
Zachuns. At present the Tuchuns still have things their 
own way, and, as governors go, Central. China might, be 

’ worse served than by Wu, whois a supporter ofthe North, 
not because he loves Peking, but because he opposes Can- 
ton. It may be, though, that the Tuchuns’ day is drawing 
on; even Chang Tso-lin’s supremacy looks less agsured, with 
dissensions between his generals. As for. Wang, hé ‘will 

. probably find comfortable quarters in the European reserve, 
‘with plenty of assets as'a solatium; and possibly before 

long he will recover “face” by having Changto keep him
